Indicates a Sad Relapse. 

This indicates a sad relapse, and in our 
case it is a most serious one. If England suc- 
ceeds in her attempt in south Africa she will 
but add another to her list of similar acquisi- 
tions, a brave people will be subjugated, and 
because of our engagement in a similar 
venture in another quarter they will miss 
the expressions of American sympathy which 
we Are accustomed to extend to those who 
struggle for national life and independence. 

“On the other hand, with success in our 
subjugation effort a new untried and ex- 
ceedingly perilous situation will be forced 
upon us. We can conquer the Philippines, 
and after conquering them probably can gov- 
ern them. 

It is in the strain upon our institutions, 
the demoralization of our people, the evasion 
of our constitutional limitatfons, and the 
perversion of our national mission that our 
danger lies. As a distinguished Bishop has 
gaid: ‘The question is not what we shall

CATCH KIDNAPER IN PLOT 
INVOLVING THREE NATIONS. 


Police Make Arrest in Case Which Has 
Conception in Germany, Fulfillment 
in Canada, and Sequel in Elgin. 


A kidnaping case in which three nations 
are involved came to the notice of the Chicago 
police yesterday when the police of Elgin 
accomplished the arrest of a youth for whom 
Chief Kipley’s men had been looking. 

The story told by the kidnaper has a plot 
conceived in Germany and carried out in Can- 
ada, while the sequel is for the United States. 

Julius Neufisher, 18 years old, of Berlin, 
Ont., is the kidnaper. His victim is Quito 
Kildau, aged 8 years, said to be the son of 
Quito Kildau, an officer in the German army 
stationed at Berlin, Germany. The child 
was kidnaped in the Ontario town last Mon- 
day. Neufisher says he was hired by the 
father to secure possession of the child. His 
money gave out, he declares, and he left the 
boy in care of the Elgin police, who have 
temporarily placed the child in an orphanage. 

Two years ago Mrs. Kildau, according to 
Neufisher’s story, left Berlin, Germany, with 
Henry Abel, taking her child with her. 
Finally, according to the story, they settled 
in Berlin, Ont.q where they have since lived. 
The father of the boy was unsuccessful in his 
search for the mother and child until a few 
weeks ago, when, through William Ahl, also 
of Berlin, Ont., he learned that his wife was 
living in Berlin, and forwarded money to be 
used in securing possession of the boy. 

Ahl, who was intrusted with the work, was 
well acquainted with the family, says 
Neufisher, and during the absence of the 
mother succeeded in securing possession of 
the boy. Neufisher says he was then sup- 
plied with money and told to place the child 

with the family of a friend of Ahl's in Elgin. 
The Elgin family refused to receive the boy 
and Neufisher left the child with the police, 
who became suspicious and arrested him.

He wae not 
a man of brilliant parts, nor did he bring 
to the Governorship any great experience 
in public life He wasa plain farmer prac- 
tically taken from the plow to the State- 
house.

He had to deal with men of long 
training in politics, who knew every move 
and turn in the game to which he was 
a new-comer. It is the more to his credit 
that under such circumstances he acquitted 
himself so well.

their judgment it seems expedient to do 
eo. They assert for themselves almost 
without protest that - dispensing power 
which James II. claimed and which Eng- 
Ushmen refused to allow him to exercise. 
Sam Fielden, the convicted Anarchist, cried 
out: “Stab the law! Throttle it!“ His 
code of ethics differed in no essential par- 
ticular from that of the public officials who 
encourage contempt for the law by suspend- 
ing it on their mere whim or caprice to 
curry favor with the mob. 

If a Judge has a criminal before him 
and under the law is required to sentence 
him to {mprisonment for a certain term, 
atid the Judge thinks that criminal does 
not deserve punishment, he “ suspends sen- 
tence instead of executing the law. When 
a Mayor finds among the city ordinances 
one the enforcement of which may incon- 
venience some influential politician he “ sus- 
pends that ordinance.” | 

In this way we have had the smoke or- 


the health ordinances suspended. The mid- 
night closing ordinance was suspended for 
years. The ordinance prohibiting the post- 
ing of bills in the down-town district is 
Still suspended. What is a little thing 
like an ordinance between friends?” 

The latest and worst illustration of the 
mischief which grows out of the exercise 
of this suspensory power was the fatal 
accident at the West Side Turner Hall. 
That would not have happened if the build- 
ing ordinances had not been suspended 
to oblige some influential politician or some 
political interest. Klolbassa says he has 
twenty-one inspectors under him. If they 
do anything except draw their pay and 
harass innocent builders we are not aware 
of it. 

The first case of suspension was that of 
the civil service law. Had it been executed 
faithfully there would have been much less 
complaint of inefficient and unworthy serv- 
ice. 

The question is whether executive and 
judicial officers are chosen to enforce or 
to “suspend” the laws. In the opinion 
of some estimable gentlemen like Judge 
Gibbons and of a more of less praiseworthy 
Mayor like Mr. Harrison these officials are 
commissioned to exertise the widest pos- 
sible discretion with reference to the per- 
formance of their official duties they are 
the masters, not the servaits, of the laws.

Herein is the real curse and affliction of 
municipal life—the fountain of ianumerable 
evils. The laws are not enforced. The 
ordinances are not obeyed. The machinery 
of government is not in complete and per- 
fect operation. The present Mayor of Chi- 
cago seems to conceive it to be his duty 
to use the machinery of government to 
reward friends and followers or to exempt 
them from the operation of the laws. Hence 
we have an army of inspectors who do 
not-inspect to ascertain whether ordinances 
are being violated and who do not attempt 
to enforce ordinances when knowledge of 
their violation is thrust upon them. These 
inspectors draw their salaries with great 
regularity and with equal regularity they 
fail to attend to their duties. | 

How can they be expected to do other- 
wise when they see that ordinances exist 
only to be suspended? They see suspend- 
ed laws and ordinances everywhere—the 
civil service law, the smoke, building, and 
other ordinances. They see in nearly all 
the justice courts manifest criminals turned 
loose with suspended sentences. Naturally 
the inspectors remain in a state of suspended 
animation—except on pay day. 

If Chicagoans so choose they can get 
rid of many of the worst municipal evils 
they suffer from now. All they need do 
is to select officers who deem it their first 
and only duty to enforce the laws and 
who are not victims of the prevalent de- 
lusion that an executive officer is superior 
to the law he is sworn to maintain and can 
suspend it to “ oblige friends” or make

NIGHT SALOONS. 
There is no demand for the of 
many saloons after midnight. In some 
instances where bars are connected with 


at the hotels and some restaurants, it is 
proper that the bars should be allowed to 
remain open until 1 o’clock for the ac: 
commodation of people who go to these 
places to get supper.’ In a few instances 
there are bars associated with eating-houses 
in the down-town district which may be 
allowed to keep open all night for the bene- 
fit of the people who work all night. 

It is possible for candid, earnest, sincere 
men to draft an ordinance which shall pro- 
vide for these exceptional cases and at the | 
same time protect the city from the evils 
arising from the unreStricted toleration of 
all-night saloons. The bars which it is 
advisable should be kept open after 12 
o’clock, for a longer or shorter time, are 
not 1 per cent of the total number licensed. 
It ought to be within the ingenuity of man 
to devise some means of providing for the | 
1 per cent without throwing open the doors 


99 per cent were allowed to keep open as 
long as they pleased. 

Probably of the 1 per cent which it may 
be expedient to allow to do business after 
12 o’clock three-fourths should not be per- 
mitted to keep open longer than 1 o’clock. 
That will leave one-fourth of 1 per cent 
of the licensed saloons to do business all 
night. This number will meet all the de- 
mands of the all-night workers. 

What is the use of pérmitting all saloons 
to be kept open after 12 o’clock in order to 
provide for sporadic cases? | 
The indiscriminate repeal of the midnight 
closing ordinance will encourage crimé and 
lawlessness, This is a fact which may as 
well be understood and it should be recog- 
nized and respected. 


GEN. HARRISON’S CONTINUOUS GRUMBLE. 
General Harrison begins his North Amer- 
ican Review article on The Status of An- 
nexed Territory” with the statement that 
it is not a legal argument.” Abandoning } 
the field of legal argument, in which he has 
few equals, he has made a non-legal argu- 
ment which is noticeable for two unpleas- 
ant features—humor which is clumsy and 
personal criticism which is acrid. 
Some great lawyers have been great wits. 
General Harrison is not one of them. He 
says he saw a newspaper heading which 
ran: Porto Ricans not citizens of the 
United States proper,” and he asks with 
emphatic levity: “ Are they citizens of the 
United States improper or improper citi- 
zens of the United States? It seems clear 
that there is something improper.” This 
effort to be funny may have occasioned 
merriment in the family circle or among 
obsequious associates. It will not make 
the people smile. 

Equally clumsy and forced is General 
Harrison’s effort at humor in the sketch of 
the law which he says Congress might 
enact if the Supreme Court does not sus- 
tain his constitutional theories. This is not 
“excellent fooling.” It is absurd, not amus- 
ing, to talk of Congress conferring titles of 
nobility on Porto Ricans, forcing them to 
be witnesses against themselves, and com- 
pelling them to worship God after the Pres- 
byterian fashion. General Harrison is by 
nature a grave, sedate man. He cannot 
play the jester’s part. 3 

President McKinley has ordered that 
“until Congress shall take action” the 
government of the Philippines must observe 
without deviation in dealing with the Fili- 
pinos all the requirements of the first eight 
amendments to the constitution, ‘often 
spoken of as the bill of rights.” In this 
General Harrison finds occasion for sneer- 
ing comment. He says: “ The benevolent 
“disposition of the President is well illus- 
“trated in these instructions. He con- 
“ferred freely—‘ until Congress shall take 
“action - upon the Filipinos privileges that 
“our fathers only secured after eight years 
“of desperate war. There is this, however, 
“to be noted, that our fathers were not 
“content to hold these priceless gifts under 
“a revocable license.“ 

What could the President do more than 
he has done? The Supreme Court has not 
decided whether the Filipinos are protected 
by the constitution. Nevertheless, the 
President ordered‘ that the personal and 
property rights of the Filipinos should be 
guarded as though they were Americans 
until Congress could take action. More 
than this he could not do. Less than this 
his “benevolent disposition” would not 
allow him to do. | 

The ex-President is so engrossed in the 
Filipinos that he forgets the Hawaiians. 
Nearly eight years ago he laid before the 
Senate a treaty for the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands. That treaty did not, as 
he knew, repfesent the wishes of the civ- 
ilized Kana bas, who composed the great ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of the islands. 
Nevertheless, he urged its ratification for 
reasons which were not wholly selfish ”— 
and hence were partly selfish. In his mes- 
sage tranemitting the treaty he said the 
commissioners representing the Hawaiian 
government had consented to leave to “ the 
just and benevolent purposes of the United 
States the adjustment of questions grow- 
ing out of annexation. When President 
MeKinley speaks of the just and benevo-

WEST .POINT HAZING ETHICs. 
The most vicious feature of the hazing 
at West Point lies in its bullying spirit. 
It is this that justifies the strong outburst 
of indignation in the Senate regarding the 


Senators remarked, the standards of the 
prize ring are higher than those of the West 
Point hazers. This point was brought out 
essman Driggs in his examination 
of one of the cadets, as shown in the follow- 
ing question and answer: 
Under your infamous and unmanly code of 
fighting is it not uaderstood that an upper class 
man is selected especially for the purpose of ad- 
ministering a sound drubbing to the fourth class 
man who is called out?“ 
Tes, sir; it is understood when a fourth clase

0 So that’s the code?“ said Mr. Driggs. 
** Young man, this dishonorable practice you havo 
described would not be tolerated in any athletic 
club in the world. The upper class man who is 4 
party to the calling out of a fourth class man for 
the purpose of having him thrashed is a coward.” 


The testimony of the cadets throughout 
the military and the Congressional investi- 
gation has gone to show that young and 
weak and untaught men are compelled to 
fight older and stronger men who know the 
boxer’s art. There is no element of fair- 
ness in the hazing code. The object is to 
see the fourth class man whipped. This is 
a business unworthy of a cadet or a gentle- 
man. It is simply educating these young 
men ina codg of cowardice and tends to pro- 
duce cowards. 

No pugilist of standing in the sporting 
world would countenance a fight between 
men who are unequally matched. Yet it 
seems to be the custom at West Point to 
compel the under class cadets to fight men 
with whom they are ynequally matched in 
weight, age, and skill. These contests have 
not a shadow of the fairness which is ex- 
pected in the prize ring or on the dueling 
field. They are simply educating the future 
officers of the United States army to in- 
dulge in cowardly and treacherous prac- 
tices, There is nothing manly or edifying 
about the hazing code at West Point. It is 
as vicious in its standards as in its results. 
The hazing practice should be abolished.

Bermudez Asphalt company at the Bermudez 
pitch lake, while the regular government, 
under President Castro, has seized a couple 
of steamers belonging to a gteamboat com- 
pany owned in the United States. In order 
to protect the property of citizens of this 
country from being confiscated in this way 
the United States warship Scorpion has been 
ordered to leave the harbor of La Guayra and 
run up the Orinoco River, and it is reported 
that the government at Washington stands 
ready to send the north Atlantic squadron 
with a force of marines down from Pensa- 
cola, Fla., to Venezuela if the situation does 
not improve. 


La Gua yra is the chief rt ot Venezuela 
and the gateway to Caraggs, the capital of 
the republic. At La Guayra the mountains 
overhang the water, rising to a height of 
8,000 feet. They are visible at sea seventy 
miles away. Caracas is distant only ten 
miles, but it is reached by one of the most 
tortuous pleces of railroad building in the 
world. The journey by rail from the seaport 
to the capital covers a distance of seventy 
miles. The climate of Caracas is mild and 
pleasant, which éxplains why large cities 
of tropical America are usually situated 
some distance from the coast. Caracas is 
3.000 feet above the sea level and the tem- 
perature averages 71 degrees above zero all 
the year round. 

Some idea of the absurdity of a serious 
war between the United States and Vene- 
zuela may be gathered from the statement 
that the Central American country, which 
has an area five times as large as that of 
the State of Michigan, has a total population 
of only 2,320,000, somewhat less than that 


fourth are uncivilized Indians. Th gular 
army of Venezuela consists of 3. men, 
with a militia which in time of civil war has 
put as many as 60,000 mén into the fleld. So 
far as a navy is concerned, Venezuela has 
only three small steamers and two sailing 
vessels, with three or four small river gun- 
boats. Furthermore, it has been only four 
years since the United States intervened on 
behalf of Venezuela in its dispute over the 
question of boundary with Great Britain 
and secured the appointment of an arbitra- 
tion commission, by the decision of which 
several hundred square miles of valuable 
territory, including some rich gold mines 
and the country to the south of the mouth of 
the Orinoco River, were saved to the smaller 
state.

The asphalt lake, for the possession of 
which the rival American companies are 
fighting, lies between a range of mountains 
and the shore of one of the outlets of the 
northern delta of the Orinoco River, near the 
Bay of Paria. The lake is a mile and a half 
in length by a mile in width and comprises 
more than 1,000 acres of swampy land. Most 
of the surface of the so-called lake is cov- 
ered with a rank growth of grass and shrubs 
rising to a height of eight or ten feet and 
intersperged with tall palm trees. The pitch 
or asphaltum does not lie in an unbroken 
surface, as on the Trinidad lakes, but bubbles 
up, as t from springs. The pitch, however, 
underlies most of the surface included in the 
lake and has a depth varying from two to 
ten feet. In the center of the lake is a patch 
of about seven acres which is free from 
vegetation and in which the pitch is so soft 
that it cannot be walked on. The whole sur- 
face of the lake is so low that during the 
spring floods it is entirely covered by water.

Accordingly he instituted a lit- 
tle quiet investigation of his own, with the 
result that he speedily resigned his various 
directorships and severed his connection 
with all the Whittaker Wright companies. 


The investors in these undertakings cannot 
be blamed to any great degree for recalling 
at the present juncture, when confronted 
by ruin, the extraordinary testimonial given 
by Lord Dufferin to Whittaker Wright, Thus 
in September, 1808, at a meeting of the Globe 
company, at which he presided, the Marquis 
declared: | 

** Exceptional circumstances have enabled 
me to appreciate and recognize the financial 
ability and unblemished integrity of your 
managing director, Mr. Whittaker Wright. 
. » Before joining this corporation I 
had peculiar facilities for satisfying myself 
not only as to the financial ability but the 
unblemished character of your managing di- 
rector. . I do not know whether to ad- 
mire most his ability as a financier, the up- 
rightness of his principles, or the industry 
and energy with which he has applied him- 
self to his work.” 


It i& announced in the Papal journals at 
Rome that the Pontiff has given an unlimit- 
ed leave of absence to his nephew, Count 
Camillo Pecci, from his duties as a member 
of the Noble Guard, and that the Count has 
already started for the United States, whence 
he will proceed to Cuba, thence to’ South 
America, and then to Spain. This announce- 
ment has created a great amount of com- 
ment, both in Italy and abroad.

Of course this unlimited leave of absence, 
which is something akin to banishment, 
granted to the Pope’s nephew, the secrecy 
with which the Papal authorities have en- 
deavored to envelop everything connected 
with the robbery, and the reckless extrava- 
gance of the Count, and his constant de- 
mands on his uncle for money, have all con- 
| tributed to create the belief that he is in some 
way concerned in the matter. 


Prince Nakachidze, the Russian nihilist, 
whose arrest by the French police at Nice 
has just been announced in the cable dis- 
patches as being due to the approaching visit 
of the Czar to the Riviera, belongs to one of 
the most illustrious houses of the Russian 
aristocracy and is closely related to the 
imperial family of Romanoff. Compromised

ist from Belgium, Germany, and Spain. 

His wife, by birth a Baroness von Roedel, 
is a remarkably attractive and clever wom- 
an, dresses elegantly, is petite, and has the 
most fascinating manners. Passionately at- 
tached to her erratic husband, whose health 
is undermined by consumption, she enjoys, 
like him, the distinction of having been con- 
demned to death by the Russian court as one 
of the principal perpetrators of the Skoptoka 
outrage.

W. J. to Consider 
Grievamces of His Men and Presi- 


turm te Work Pending a Settlement, 
bat They Decline—Their Action 
Places Organization in Jeopardy of 
Being Disbanded. 


There is a possibility that the charter of 
the union molders now on a-strike at the 
Fraser & Chalmers foundry may be taken 
away from them by the Internationa! union 
as the result of their refusal to return to 
work as urged by Vice President Valentine 
of the International union at conferences held 
with the strikers yesterday. 

He held two conferences with them and one 
with Mr. Chalmers. The latter is said to have 
agreed to carefully look into the grievances of 
the men, but insisted that they first return 


the strikers by Mr. Valentine, who urged the 
men to cgmply, but they refused to do so. 
Their refusal to listen to their international 
officers places it in the power of the officials 
to take away their charter, and this may yet 
be done, although it is said the international 
officers are loath to adopt this severe meas- 


ure. 

It is said that the electrical mechanics, who 
were suspended by the Building Trades coun- 
cil several months ago because of their re- 
fusal to stop doing conduit work, as ordered 
by the council, may soon again actively join 
that body. 

The Social Democrats devoted all of yester- 
Gay, including about two hours of the even- 
ing, to a discussion of the reports submitted 
by the Organization committee of the con- 
vention. 

H. W. Hoyt, President of the National 
Founders’ association, which represents the

UNION LABEL ON ALL HousES. 


National Building Trades Council’s 
Plan of Marking Work—Wants 
Compulsory Arbitration. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 17.—The National Coun- 
cil of Building Trades today adopted a reso- 
lution providing that the building trades 
label be put on buildings constructed by union 
labor. It was argued this would have ma- 
terially helped the Chicago strike. 

The recommendations of President Smythe 
and General Secretary-Treasurer Steinbiss 
were adopted. An application for admission 
was received from the Greater New York 
council. This was recently refused because 
there were rival councils in New York. The 
application was referred to the new Execu- 
tive board. 

The General Secretary-Treasurer was di- 
rected to correspond with the National Coun- 
cil of Contractors with a view to adopting 
plans for compulsory arbitration, the penalty 
to be suspension or expulsion. ö 

All claims on councils in arrears on strike 
assessments were canceled where they had 
local strikes. This trouble grew out of the 
strike in Chicago. 

A resolution was adopted to secure the 
affiliation of all American building trades 
unions not now members of the national 
council. It was resolved that all local unions 
of affiliated national bodies be compelled to 
affiliate with their national organization or 
be suspended. In localities where there 18 
no building trades council it was resolved 
no working card shall be issued except by the 
General Secretary. 

The night session was devoted to the adop- 
tion of a plan for appeal from unions to 
building trades councils and providing for 
judgment by default in case of parties fail- 
ing to comply therewith. A resolution was 
adopted providing the new system for pro- 
cedure in making amendments to the con- 
stitution. 

Fred Guthrie, colored, addressed the con- 
vention on the folly of race prejudice. He 
said the negro was here and had to work 
to live, and the’ time might come when the 
labor movement would be disrupted by capi- 
tal taking advantage of race differences to 
use the colored men against the whites. 

United Mine Workers Gathering. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 17.—[Special.J— 
Members of the National Executive board 
of the United Mine Workers’ union are gath- 
ering here preparatory to the annual con- 
vention next Monday. It is doubtful if any 
increases in the scale will be demanded, al- 
though a slight readjustment in the Monon- 
gahela district may be asked. The chief 
problem before the convention will be the 
machine differences. The Southwestern 
strike, which has been on for several years, 
also will engross some attention. There is 
talk of consolidating the three anthracite 
districts in Pennsylvania. 

Bricklayers Hear Reports. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—The 
delegates attending the bricklayers and ma- 
sons’ convention spent today in committee 
work. The Committee on Officers’ Reports 
will approve the action of the Executive 
board in creating the position of chief or- 
ganizer and electing Thomas Odea of Cohoes, 
N. V., to it. The discussion of this report 
will bring on the first fight when it comes up 
in the convention. 

Missouri Labor Men in Session. 

Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 17.—The State Fed- 
eration of Labor, in sessiom here, today 
passed a resolution protesting against the 
appropriation of any money by this Legisla- 
ture for the State militia. The federation 
also adopted the resolutions calling for the 
union label on all public school books and 
asking the St. Louls World’s Fair Commis- 
sioners to employ only union labor in the 
construction ¢ of the fair buildings.

NATIONAL LIVE STOCK MEN SEND 
MEMORIAL TO SENATE. 
ment of $600,000,000 Declares That 
the Propesed Law Is a Species of 
Clase Legisiation of the Most Dan 
gerous Kind, Calculated te Build Up 
One Industry at the Expense ef An- 
other—Many 


Salt Lake, Utah, Jan. 17-—[Special.]~—The 
session of the National Live Stock conven- 
tion today was taken up with a discussion 
ot the Grout oleomargarine bill, the live 
stock industry, irrigation, agricultural col- 
leges, and kindred subjects. So much prog- 
ress was made that it is likely that an ad 
journment will be taken tomorrow, in ac- 
cordance with the original program. 

A memorial to the Senate of the United 
States, quoted in part below, was adopted: 

„The Nationa! Live Stock association, an 
association composed of 126 live stock organ- 
izations and representing an investment of 
over $600,000,000, desires to enter its em- 
phatic protest against the enactment of what 
is commonly known as the Grout bill, and 
in behalf of its protest 8 to record a 
few of the many reasons in support of ite 
contention. 


Calis It Class Legislation. 

„This measure is a species of class legis- 
lation of the most iniquitous and dangerous 
kind, calculated to build up one industry 
at the expense of another. 

*The passage of this law would destroy 
the demand, except for export, for that prod- 
uct of the beef of animals, oll of oleo, of 
which 24,000,000 pounds was used in the year 
1899 in the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
and also would seriously injure the hog ‘n- 
dustry by a similar destruction of the de- 
mand, except for export, of neutral lard, 31,- 
000,000 pounds of which was used in the year 
1899 in the manufacture of this food product. 

»The measure seeks to throttle competi- 
tion, and it enacted will render useless the 
immense establishments erected at great ex- 
pense for the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
deprive thousands of employés of opportunity , 
to gain a livelihood, and deny the peopie, 
and especially the workingmen and their de- 
pendencies, of a wholesome article of diet. 


Unjust and Unfair. 
It is manifestly unjust, unreasonable, and 
unfair to deny manufacturers of the product 
of the beef animal and the hog the same 
privileges in regard to the use of coloring 
matter that are accorded the manufacturers 
of the product of the dairy. They should not 
be burdened with unnecessary and oppressive 
special taxes or needless restrictions in the 
manufacture of this product other than is 
absolutely necessary for the support of the 
government and the proper governmental 
regulations surrounding the handling of the 


same. 

These products should receive at the 
hands of Congress no greater exactions than 
those imposed upon competing food products, 
and that the manufacture of and sale of oleo- 
margarine is already surrounded by numer- 
é6us safeguards, and that this product by 
experience proven to be just what a : 
majority of the people of this country want 
and that none but the dairy and allied in- 
terests are asking for or seeking any further 
legislation.”

GUARD BRAT HIM 


L. M. GUTHRIE ARRESTED WHILE 
LEAVING A STATION. 


ineer of Ozark Flats Declares That 
Special Policeman William J. 
Coughlin Attacked Him Without 
Cause and, Assisted by a City Pa- 
*“trolman, Dragged Him Away ,to a 
Cell—Juastice Hall Dismisses the Case 
and Threats Made of a Damage Suit. 


I. M. Guthrie, engineer of the Ozark Flats. 


arrested early on Wednesday morning by 
Special Policeman William J. Coughlin of 
the South Side Elevated road, bruised and 
beaten, and booked at the Thirty-fifth Street 
Station on the charge of disorderly conduct. 
Late that morning he was acquitted before. 
Justice Hall, and yesterday he announced 
that he would bring suit n his assall- 


ant and the company. 

Guthrie, his wife, and child went to the 
West Side to visit his daughter on Tuesday 
night. On their return they reached the 
Thirty-fifth street station of the South Side 
Elevated road at 2 o’clock in the morning. 
The child was crying, and Mrs. Guthrie took 
it and descended the stairs before her hus- 
band. They reached the outside entrance 
when.she heard him call, and turning back 
saw him scuffiing with two men dressed in 
civilian clothes. 

He says that when he reached the wails of 
the staircase leading to the exit he was 
seized by two men. One grabbed him by the | 
throat, and, he claims, said: Who are 
you? What are you doing here? The at- 
tack was so sudden that he was unable to 
reply, and then, thinking the men were 
holding him up, he resisted. He was beaten 
ee and dragged to the street. 

“I screamed for the police,” said Guthrie 
‘yesterday, “when I reached the open air, 
and an officer who was across the street came 
-over. He asked who I was, and my wife told 
him. ‘Why don't you take him home?’ the 
policeman agked. One of the men then spoke 
to him and he aided them in pulling me to 
State and Thirty-fifth streets. I tried to find 
out what I was arrested for, but could not. 
All they told me was that they were officers 
of the elevated road. They dragged me along 
whenever I stumbled, and even when flat on 
my face they pulled me, and my chest is one 
mass of bruises.”’ 

Guthrie was taken to the 3 
Street Station and booked as disorderly. 
wife went to the Ozark Flats, but as no —— 
justice could be found at that time in the 
morning he was compelled to remain in jail. 
It was proved during the night that he was 
innocent of any criminal act, but as the 
special policeman was not present to with- 
draw the charges nothing could be done. 

When igned before Justice Hall Guth- 
rie and his wife told their version of the af- 
fair. Coughlin claimed that he found Guth- 
rie trying to either enter or get out of the 
basement of the station, and so arrested him. 
He denied beating the engineer. Manager 
Metcalf of the Ozark Building testified to 
the man’s good record, and Justice Hall dis- 
missed the case. 

Yesterday Guthrie gave the matter over to 
his lawyer, Benjamin M. Goldberg, with or- 
ders to push the case immediately.

University of Tilinois Trustees, at Spe- 
cial Meeting, Will Consider Re- 
moving Incidental Fees. 


Springfield, 


M., Jan. I. —{Special. 14 
meeting of the Board of Trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois has been called for Wednes- 
day of next week to consider the proposi- 
tion to remove the incidental tuition fees now 
prevailing at the State University. 

Under the present system pupils at the uni- 
versity are compelled to pay $24 a year tui- 
tion fees. For some time a movement has 
been on foot to make admission to the school 
absolutely free, and this special meeting of 
the board is called to dispose of the matter. 

Professor Alfred Bayliss, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, is not favor- 
able to the plan, and President Draper also 
looks upon it with disapproval.
